casket for the remains of Gon. Grant ar­ 
rived Wednesday evening on a train, which 
also brought the detail of artillory from 
Governor’« Island. 
The casket was well 
enclosed in an oak traveling box, with the 
name and date of death on a gold inscrip­ 
tion plate. 
It was hauled to the moun­ 
tain, 
the 
body 
was 
placed 
in 
it at dusk, and now it lies as it will be 
buried. 
An electric light hanging in the 
canopy shines upon the body, which is 
dressed in a Prince Albert coat and suit of 
broadcloth. 
A table of flowers etands at 
the head of the canopy. 
Below are the 
draped vacant chair and the pillow of 
flowers which was received Tuesday from 
Meade post, Brooklyn. 
U. 8. Grant post is 
on guard at the casket. 
Wheu the general’s body was placed in the 
casket it was observed by the undertakers 
that the hardening process which results 
from successful embalming was proceeding 
satisfactorily. 
The body should retain its 
life-like appearance for at least six months. 
The colored servant, Harrison, was per­ 
mitted, as a last service to his dead master, 
to adjust a black silk scarf around the 
neck and tie the bows 
of 
the 
slip­ 
pers encasing the feet. 
After the l*ody 
had been arranged, 
Col. 
Fred 
Grant 
entered the room, and, after long and rev­ 
erent contemplation of his father’s features, 
be placed a plain gold ring upon the third 
finger of the general’s right hand. 
He then 
placed in the breast pocket of the coat a 
small packet of mementoes. 
After thi** la-t 
personal office had been fulfilled the colonel 
withdrew, and the heavy glass lid of the 
casket was screwed in its place and the re­ 
ceptacle was made air-tight 
A national 
flag was then tnrown over it 
The formal transfer of the care of the 
body of the dead general to representatives 
of 
the U. S. Grant post, of 
Brooklyn 
was made afterward. 
Capt Johnson of 
that post, accepted the trust and detailed 
guards for the night. 
Col. Grant intends to 
allow the guests at the hotel and mountain 
visitors to view the body. 
Mr». Grant and the ladies of the family 
have arranged to leave 
here about tw<> 
hours after the body next Tuesday. 
They 
will go from Saratoga to New York in a 
special car attached to the 4 o’clock train on 
that day. 
One of the first labor- of Col Grant, after 
all is over and the family is settled down, 
will be to begin a biography of his father. 
Speaking of the general’s bo'-k, it may bo 
said that the reports as to the profits the 
family expect to derivo from it have been 
grossly exaggerated. 
Their

share of the sales up to date is only $42,030, 
and probably their total receipts from th« 
book will not much exceo 1 $10u,00G. 


A t Hanco ck*» H eadquarter» . 
Governors I sland, N. Y ., Ju ly 30.—

He 
was conveyed to a distant field, where a 
plow line was thrown over the limb of a 
tree, a noose put around Brantley’s neck, 
and every man taking hold of tne rope, lie 
was swung off with his feet a few inches 
from the ground. 
All then leveled their 
guns at the victim and fired three volleys 
simultaneously, completely perforating his 
body from head to foot. 
Two years ago Brantley removed from 
Alabama to Bainbridge, and in a month mar­ 
ried Mrs. James O’Neil, the wealthy widow 
of a prominent physician. 
It soon became 
apparent that they were not living happily 
together, but the cause could not be learned 
from the lady, owing to her aversion to 
causing a scandal 
It was finally learned 
that Brantlsy was insanely jealous and was 
In the habit of beating bis wife unmercifully. 
If she simply spoke to a male acquaintance 
Brantley would knock her down, kick her, 
and beat her with the convenient article to 
band. The lady’s character was irreproacha­ 
ble, but the husband inferred that she had 
improper relations with every man to whom 
she spoke. 
A week ago ho gave her a ter­ 
rible beating, breaking two c f her ribs and 
confining her to bed, where sbo is still suffer­ 
ing. 
She then told her brother of his ill- 
treatment and Brantley was jailed. 
People 
believed the law offered no adequate punish­ 
ment, hence tho lynching.

cau se of Kossu th . 
He at last fell into th e 
h ands of th e enemy and was sentenced to 
Siberia, bu t escaped to America, bringing 
with h im h is war h orse wh ich h ad ac­ 
companied h im iu many a battle. 
He 
volu nteered in ou r late civil war and 
served u nder Seiglc in many bard tigh ts 
on th e side of liberty. 
Th e Cou nt travels 
on foot th rou gh th is cou ntry and left th is 
morning intending to reach Oregon to 
day. 
lie is on h is way to th e soldiers 
h ome at Milwau kee, wh ere h e says h e 
lias been before bu t lett becau se h e did 
not like th e discipline h e fou nd th ere, lie 
formerly earned a living by giving lessons 
in fencing and also iu giving sword exh i­ 
bitions, etc. 
Some villain, a few days 
since, robbed h im near Waterloo, th is 
state, of one h u ndred and ninety dollars 
and h is sword. 
For th is reason h e carries 
a revolver on a string arou nd h is neck iu 
h is march es, and th e rascal wh o u nder­ 
takes to again deprive h im of h is proper­ 
ty may meet with h is own Waterloo 
Certainly h e is a remarkable man with a 
wonderfu l h istory.
